Today, 
I have no reason to surround myself 
with mystery, but on the contrary 
desire now, more than ever, to tell 
the whole truth to my enemies, as 


Before undertaking to write these 
articles I demanded absolute free- 


what I think or nothing at all. 
Does Not Accept Exile. 


s0OmMe newspapers declare the con- 
trary, I did not come’here of my 
own volition. My friends in Germany 
and France are right in saying that 
I came here under compulsion. No- 
body was aboard the ship except my 
family and O. G. P. U. agents [mem+ 
bers of the Police Branch of the 
Soviet], and when I debarked I 
Made the following declaration ad- 
dressed to Kemal Pasha: “Sir, I 
declare formally that I do not enter 
your territory freely, but under con- 
straint.” 

I presented that in writing over 
my signature. 

Being exiled from Soviet Russia, I 
Would naturally have preferred going 

@ country where I knew the lan- 
Suage and the customs. But rarely 
are the interests of exiles compatible 
With those who exile them. 

In 1916 the French Government 
exiled me to Spain, where I knew 
Rothing of the language. The Lib- 
tal Spanish Government of Roma- 
hones did not give me time to learn 
the language but expelled me across 
the ocean. If revenge had any part 
ina reasonable political discussion I 
might take satisfaction in reflecting 
that the French Minister, Malvy,who 
*xpelied me, was himself exiled from 
France not many months later by 
Clemenceay. Moreover, the chief of 
the French political police, M. Bidel 
auxpas, whose activities caused my 
€xpulsion, was himself arrested in

Just what part of that 
total is to be retired is not revealed 
by the management, but the trans- 
action will be one of the largest of 
the kind in the corporation’s his- 
tory, it is believed in Wall Street. 
It has been known for some time 
that the corporation was buying cer- 
tain of its bonds in the open market 
in excess of sinking fund require- 
ments. One issue of 5 per cents, 
amounting to something more than 
$155,000,000, is due April 1, 1951. It 


is regarded as probable, in view of 
recent developments, that a large 
part of these will be retired. A con- 
siderable portion of them is redeem- 
able at 115 and interest on any in- 
terest date on eight weeks’ notice.

Text of the Governor’s Message. | 
The text of the Governor’s message | 


follows: 
Feb. 25, 1929. 
To the Legislature: 


On Jan. 28, 1929, I transmitted 
to your honorable bodies the first 
constitutional State budget, and in 
that document I stated that by a 
supplemental message I would sug- 
gest changes in taxation. 

These changes are in my judz- 
ment made necessary because of 
certain inequalities in the tax bur- 
den under existing laws. 


For some time it has been in- 
creasingly evident that the lews 
covering the methods of paying for 
county highways in the State high- 
way system bear very unequally 
and unjustly on the great majority | 
of counties. This is because, re- | 
gardiess of property values, and re- | 
gardiess of density of population, 
the local contribution to buildin 
ro is fixed at a flat 35 per cen 
rate. 

The result is that whereas in 
some counties the tax burden for 
this cost of completing the State 
system is less than $1 per $1,000 
of equalized valuation, in other 
counties it is over $40 per $1,000 
of such valuation. The counties 
principally discriminated against 
are those whose lack of economic 
prosperity forms a matter of grave 
concern to all citizens, whether 
they be residents of city or of rural 
communities. 


Says Highways Benefit Ali. 


We have reached a point in mod- 
ern civilization where we realize 
that a carefully planned highway 
system for the whole State is of 
direct benefit to the whole State 
and is no longer a matter of mere 
loca] interest. We understand the 
value of such a system for pleasure 
and recreational purposes, and we 
have come also to know the value 
of concrete roads for the purpose 
of the direct distribution of milk, 
vegetables, farm products, of raw 
materials and of manufactured ar- 
ticles. The large cities of the State 
are more and more dependent on 
the State-wide highway system. 

It is obvious that unless we im- 

se a higher burden directly on 
he wealthier counties the onl 
way to relieve the present inequal- 
ity is for the State to take over a 
greater share of the cost of high- 
way building and maintenance. It 
seems to me that it is time to re- 
cognize the principle that the bur- 
den should be based primarily on 
the true value of the taxable prop- 
erty per mile of highway. 


Proposes Three Measures of Re}'e?. 


Accordingly, the proposed legis- 
lation which accompanies the sup- 
plemental budget proposes three 
measures Of relief, as follows: 

1. Equalization of contributions 
to highway building by counties, 
by a requirement of not to exceed 
one-fourth of 1 per cent per $1,000 
of equalized value per mile of high- 
way, nor in any event more than 
the existing requirement of 35 per 
cent of the highway cost. his 
proposal is made to apply also to 
bridge construction.

agreed that a gasoline tax is the 
best solution of the problem. It 
is a tax already levied in forty-six 
States, ranging from a minimum of 
2 cents to a maximum of 5 cents. 
It costs little to collect. : 

Further, it is a tax levied against 
the users of highways in propor- 
tion to benefits received; and in 
pursuance of a sound tax policy it 
should be used solely for road 
building and maintenance. In the 
last analysis, the gasoline tax costs 
the automobile owner little. It is 
an investment by him in good 
roads. His automobile lasts longer, 
the cost of operation is less, the 
tires will travel many more miles 
and the repair bills on his automo- 
bile will be very considerably 
smaller. 


Analyzes Expense and Revenue. 

It is estimated that a tax of 2 
cents a gallon on gasoline will 
yield this State $22,000,000 a year 
in revenue. Adding to this the ex- 
isting license tax, estimated to yield 
next year $28,500,000 (the State’s 


share), would give a total revenue 
of $50,500,000 derived directly from 
owners and users of automobiles. 

As against these revenues, 
State would expend on highways 
the sum of approximately $47,500,- 
000, as heretofore recommended by 
me, plus the sum of $8,800,000 as 
now recommended, or a total high- 
wa expenditure of $56,300,000. 
This shows clearly that the State 
would then spend on its highways 
$5,800,000 more than the total of its 
revenue derived from automobile 
owners and users. 

It is worth noting that the total 
of all expenditures in this State for 
streets and highways of all kinds 
is in excess of $250,000,000 a year. 
On the other side of the picture, 
the amount now received from the 
license tax, including the one-fourth 
returned to localities, is about $38,- 
000,000. With the proposed gaso- 
line tax, the amount received from 
motorists would be only $60,000,- 
000. The balance of street and 
highway cost, amounting to nearly 
$260,000 000, would, even with the 
new tax, be exacted of other tax- 
paying abilities and groups of tax- 
payers. 


Excepts Certain Uses of Gasoline. 


The justification of this tax 
being a charge against motorists 
according to benefits received, it 
necessarily follows that those using 

asoline for industrial purposes, 
arm tractors and other ma- 
chinery, airplanes and motor boats, 
&c., should be rebated in full for 
all taxes paid on gasoline so used. 
This is provided in the proposed 
bill. 

I am recommending that the pro- 
posed gasoline tax go into effect 
June 1, 1929, and I do this because 
the tax receipts accruing during 
June will not be physically re- 
ceived by the State treasury until 
July. This gives to the budget 
figures an apparent sum of $2,000,- 
000 over and above the $22,000,000 
estimated for the fiscal year, but I 
believe it is good business practice 
to have actual cash coming into 
the treasury before actual expendi- 
tures start to go out. 

The enactment of the proposed 
gasoline tax for highway purposes 
would automatically relieve re- 
ceipts from other tax sources now 
being applied to highways. This 
relief would give to the State an 
estimated surplus larger than 
necessary at the close of the fiscal 

ear ending June 30, 1930. I hold 
to the theory that no government 
is justified in taking from the 
pockets of its taxpayers money in 
advance of the time when it is ac- 
tually needed for governmental 
use. 


Against Permanent Tax Reduction. 


A reduction of an existing tax is, 
in my judgment, possible to the ex- 
tent of between twelve and thirteen 
million dollars but it should be 
clearly understood that this reduc- 


tion shall not be considered a per- 
manent reduction to be applied of 
necessity in future years. 

We know, for example, that dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1930-31 manda- 
tory increases, such as that of 
about $8,000,000 in the Department 
of Education, will have to be paid 
for, and I am, therefore, very clear 
that any tax reduction enacted this 
year should be regarded as a re- 
duction which probably cannot be 
continued in the succeeding year. 

Careful study leads me, there- 
fore, to the conclusion that your 
honorable bodies should provide 
for a reduction of 20 per cent in 
the personal income tax law. This 
involves a decrease in the State's 
share of this tax in the sum of 
$12,800,000. 

Over 500,000 taxpayers now pay 
a direct personal income tax. Fur- 
thermore, this is one of the few 
remaining double taxes, inasmuch 
as the greater part of these people 

ay also a Federal income tax. 

Pally. the proposed reduction in 
the personal income tax is in its 
nature the most direct refund 
which we can give to the citizens 
of this State. 


Recommendations Summarized. 


I therefore recommend: 

First: The enactment of a gaso- 
line tax of 2 cents a gallon begin- 
ning June 1, 1929, the entire pro- 


ceeds to be applied to highway 
purposes. 

Second: The appropriation of 
$4,000,000 for the equalization of 
the cost of construction of high- 
ways and bridges forming a part 
of the State highway system. 

Third: The appropriation of 
$600,000 to relieve towns and vil- 
lages of the cost of maintenance of 
highways forming a part of the 
State system. 

Fourth: The appropriation of 
$4,200,000 as additional aid to 
counties for the construction of 
lateral roads, with State approval 
and under State supervision, as a 
part of the general system. 

Fifth: A reduction of 20 per cent 
in the personal income tax on in- 
comes for the calendar year 1928, 
or a fiscal year ending in 1929. 

If these recommendations are en- 
acted into law, the estimated free 
cash receipts as of June 30, 1930, 
will be $8,014,816.30.

jority. Incidentally, Foreign Minis- 
;}ter Briand, who has been confined 
to bed for a month, will appear in 
the Chamber of Deputies and ask 
ratification. 

Not only M. Briand but other mem- 
bers of the Paris Cabinet believe 
adoption by the United States of a 
policy refusing supplies to any coun- 
try violating the anti-war treaty 
would be an enormous support for 
the pact, because it would make cer- 
| tain that no offending country could 
depend on help from America, an as- 
surance which does not exist under 
the Kellogg Pact as it stands. 


Reply to American Doubters. 


Fears expressed in the United 
States that under the, Capper reso- 
lution the President of the United 
States might have great responsi- 
bility and, perforce, difficulty in de- 
ciding on the violator of the anti- 
war treaty are not held here to vitiate 
the innate value of the Capper plan. 
That it may be difficult to decide 
who is an aggressor is admitted, 
and no other view could be taken 
by the French Government, which 
has been participating for years in 
efforts at Geneva to find a perfect 
formula for determining an aggres- 
sor. But it is held by M. Briand 
that the Capper resolution has the 
basic merit of bringing American 
help, if only passive help, to pos- 
sible efforts to curb a would-be vio- 
lator of the world peace. 

The point has been raised in 
America as to what might happen if 
Austria of her own free will joined 
Germany politically and if then Ger- 
many and Austria refused to arbi- 
trate what would be held by France 
to be a violation of the treaties of 
peace. If France took military ac- 
tion might she not be regarded as 
an aggressor by the American Presi- 
dent and might not America decide 
to cut off supplies from her? 

The French reply to this hypotheti- 
cal case is that if Germany and 
Austria, in violation of the peace 
treaties, effected anschluss, or union, 
and refused to arbitrate a French 
rotest, Germany and Austria would 
ecome aggressors. 

It is argued that the Capper reso- 
lution is basically intended to en- 
force the Kellogg treaty and that in 
accepting the Kellogg pact France 
made it plain that it did not affect 
In 
M. Briand’s final note of July 14, 
1928, regarding the Kellogg pact, he 
said he understood that it aimed at 
the development of comity among 
nations ‘‘under the contractual rela- 
tions in which they today were es- 
tablished.’’ That France should take 
action to protect her rights under the 
peace treaties, in which Germany and 
Austria agree not to join politically, 
and then be regarded as an ag- 
gressor, is held by the French to be 
outside all human probability. 

It is said here that even without 
the Capper resolution it is not con- 
ceived to be possible that, in view 


}of her reservations regarding exist- 


ing commitments, France could be 
held an aggressor nation in acting 
to protect her rights under existing 
treaties. Since, it is argued, France 
has the right to go to war to main- 
tain her rights under treaties, not 
only as a matter of self-defense but 


j}as a right clearly reserved by Paris,

Another Point Raised in America. 


The point has been also raised in 
America that it is possible that there 
might be a revolt in Indo-China

The French 
answer is that a foreign power aid- 
ing a revolt in a colony of any power 
becomes automatically an aggressor 
against that power. Should China 
or Japan aid a revolt in Indo-China, 
it is contended that France’s position 
would be exactly the same as that of 
the United States should Japan

PARIS, Feb. 25.—No military con- 
vention between France and Bel- 
gium of the kind described in the! 
Utrechtsch Dagblad yesterday ex- 
ists, according to French officials 
in the Ministries of War and For- 
eign Affairs today. 

The Dagblad of Utrecht, a leading 
Dutch journal, printed the text of 
an alleged agreement, by the terms 
of which the two countries were to 
make immediate common cause if 
either were attacked by Germany or 
a nationa aided by Germany. 

An accord, which was made in 
1920 and which was duly reported 
to the League of Nations, implied 
an exchange of views between the 
general staffs of France and Bel- 
gium. No other accord has been 
made, according to the French, and 
the existence of any such formal 
agreement as that published by the 
Dutch newspaper is strongly denied. 

It is, however, in France, as in 
every country, a habit of those re- 
sponsible for the defence of the 
country to formulate schemes for 
ts defence, which take into account 
every possibility. It is thus quite 
comprehensible that a plan for the 
cooperation of the Belgian and 
French armies has been several 
j times discussed in the development 
| of the convention of 1920 and drafts 
exchanged. 
| It is possibly one of these drafts 
which the Dutch newspaper has re- 
vealed, but its importance is small, 
as such documents and plans have 
no official standing. It is stated 
| here, too, that since the Locarno 
agreement the whole conception of 
| Rhineland defense has been modified 
| in accordance with that treaty.

Col. F. McKelvey 
Bell, Major C. R. Redgrave, M. C.,| 
and James Bain, directors. 

The elections marked the closing of | 
a long executive session by about 
seventy-five members. Captain E. H. 
O'Farrell, former secretary, who was 
defeated for the post of second vice 
president on hte ticket of the Thord 
Gray faction, said afterward: 

“I think the election means there 
will be a big recession from the pres- 
ent organization and I visualize the 
formation of a separate organiza- 
tion.’

Philip Greeley Clapp Conducts. 
Philip Greelev Clapp conducted the 
fourth concert ot the season by the 
American Orchestral Society yester- 


day afternoon in Mecca Temple. 


This was Mr. Clapp’s first appear- 
ance with this organization, which, | 
as guest, he will conduct for the re-| 
mainder of the season; and it is also, 
we believe, his first appearance as 
conductor in this city. His musician-| 
ship and practical knowledge of his 
scores were immediately evident. 

A young man, Mr. Clapp has al-| 
ready a considerable background of 
experience and accomplishment for | 
his task. In 1908 he graduated from 
Harvard, where he made a brilliant | 
record in the music department. In 
the years following he took various | 
degrees and honors in music. He} 
conducted the orchestra of the Pie- | 
rian Sodality for two years. From | 
1908 to 1911 he studied in Europe | 
under the terms of the Sheldon Fel-} 
lowship. In the latter year he won| 
his Ph. D. in music from Harvard, | 
and became an assistant in the mu-| 
sic department. He became in 1915) 
director of music at Dartmouth Uni- 
versity, with leave of absence for 
service as bandmaster in the war. 
In 1919 he became head of the mu- 
sic department of the State Univer- 
sity of Iowa, a position he now holds. | 
He has conducted concerts by the 
Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra and 
performances of his own composi- 
tions by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra and other symphony or-| 
chestras of America and Europe. 

The program of yesterday was un- 
hackneyed and of unusual interest in 
this city of orchestral concerts.
